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In Key Primaries 
By Libya, Algeria 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Democratic 
prospects in many of the nation’s 
largest states are being threatened by 
potentially divisive primary battles as 
candidates try to take advantage of 
seeming Republican vulnerability. 
Party leaders are concerned that 
hopes to make major gains in the wake 
of Watergate, including capturing the 
New York and California governor­ 
ships, may fall victim to factionalism. 
Republican-held states in 
which 
Dem ocratic 
prim ary 
fights 
for 
governor seem likely include New 
York, 
California, 
Connecticut, 
Michigan and Massachusetts. 
As for Senate seats, Democratic 
hopes of swelling their current 58-42 
m ajority could be ham pered by 
primary battles in Florida, Ohio, 
Colorado, Utah and Pennsylvania. 
In New York, Democrats have been 
counting on the alleged weakness of 
Gov. Malcolm Wilson, successor to 
Nelson A. Rockefeller, to recapture the 
state’s government for the first time in 
16 years. 
But there are signs that Wilson may 
be stronger than expected, especially 
among organized labor, while the 
Democrats are headed for at least a 
three-way primary battle less than two 
months before the November election. 
Though industrialist Howard J. 
Samuels is considered the Democratic 
front-runner, Reps. Ogden R. Reid, a 
former Republican with strong Jewish 
backing, and Hugh Carey, supported 
by some New York City organizations, 
believe Samuels is vulnerable. 
In California, many Democrats still 
consider Secretary of State Edmund 
G. Brown Jr., the front-runner in the 


polls, a weak candidate running 
mainly on the name of his father, who 
was governor before the retiring 
Ronald Reagan. 
As a result, the Democratic field still 
is large, including San Francisco 
Mayor Joseph Alioto, Assembly 
Speaker Bob Moretti, Rep. Jerome 
Waldie and businessman William 
Roth. 
Among 
the 
Republicans, 
Comp­ 
troller Houston I. 
Flournoy, 
a 
moderate, has emerged as the favorite 
over conservative LL Gov. Ed Rei- 
necke. 
In Connecticut, Dem ocrats are 
heading for their first gubernatorial 
primary. Their leading contenders are 
Rep. Ella T. Grasso and Atty. Gen. 
Robert Killian. 
In Massachusetts, a primary be­ 
tween former state Rep. Michael 
Dukakis and Atty. Gen. Robert Quinn 
could damage chances of defeating 
Gov. Francis W. Sargent. 
In Michigan, a primary battle could 
hurt Democratic hopes to oust GOP 
Gov. William G. Milliken. 
As for Senate races, the most notable 
case of Democratic over-eagerness 
appears to be in Florida, where a half- 
dozen Democrats are seeking the seat 
of Republican Edward J. Gurney, 
whose former top aide has accused 
him of involvement in a kickback 
scandal. Gurney has denied it. 
In Ohio, a May 7 rerun of the bitter 
1970 primary between Howard Met- 
zenbaum, now the state’s appointed 
U.S. senator, and former astronaut 
John Glenn could hurt Democratic 
chances. The Republican candidate is 
Cleveland Mayor Ralph Perk.

President Anwar Sadat failed to get 
all the Arab oil ministers to a meeting 
in Cairo to consider his proposal to end 
their oil embargo against the United 
States. 
Instead, Algeria and libya, who 
want to continue the embargo, forced a 
delay in the meeting until Wednesday 
and insisted it be held in the libyan 
capital of Tripoli. 
Sadat’s failure Sunday was con­ 
sidered a blow to his chances of getting 
the em bargo lifted. 
The 
Cairo 
newspaper Al Akhbar said the holdouts 
had agreed to discuss Sadat’s proposal 
in Tripoli. But some observers doubted 
the oil ministers would raise the issue 
unless it had been resolved at a higher 
level. 


After a week of conflicting an­ 
nouncements about the place and time 
for the meeting, six oil ministers — 
from Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Abu 
Dhabi, Bahrain, Qatar and Egypt — 
were in Cairo Sunday. Algeria, Libya 
and Syria stayed away. 
The six who came met for 90 minutes 
and announced they would go to 
Tripoli. An Egyptian spokesman said 
there had been no talk of the oil em­ 
bargo. 
A communique said Egypt had of­ 
fered to host the meeting because of a 
shortage of accomodations in Tripoli 
due to an international fair. But it said 
Libya had m anaged to provide 
facilities for the meeting. 
Sadat has championed an end to the 
ban in exchange for Secretary of State 


Henry A. Kissinger’s assistance in 
getting Israeli troops to withdraw from 
the Suez Canal. But Algeria, libya and 
Syria are holding out for the pullback 
of Israeli troops facing the Syrians on 
the Golan Heights. 
Tension remains high on that front. 
Syria claimed its gunners shot down 
an Israeli reconnaisance plane on 
Sunday and that it crashed near 
Hatem, in Jordan. 
There was no confirmation from 
Israel. But the Israeli command said 
its bulldozers and demolition crews 
destroyed a section of the Quneitra- 
Damascus road on the Heights to blunt 
the Syrian offensive that Israel 
charged last week was planned. The 
road is on the eastern perimeter of the 
bulge captured by Israel in the October 


war, the Israelis said. 
In Jerusalem, Premier Golda Meir 
introduced her new cabinet to the 
Knesset, the Israeli parliament, and 
warned that there still could be trouble 
on the Golan Heights. “I cannot assure 
you that we are confident that the 
Syrian government has abandoned its 
preparations for an offensive,” she 
said. 
The Knesset approved the new 
coalition government 62 to 46 after IO 
hours of bitter debate about the 
government’s handling of the October 
war. fa d e rs of the opposition Ukud 
bloc also attacked Mrs. Meir and 
Defense Minister Moshe Dayan for 
vowing not to stay in office and then 
reversing themselves on the strength 
of the alleged Syrian threat. 
Watergate Report Decision Near 


Japanese Straggler 
Finally Gives Up 


MANILA, Philippines (AP) — Hiroo 
Onoda, a World War II Japanese army 
officer who hid in the Philippine 
jungles for 29 years, presented his 
sword in surrender to President Ferdi­ 
nand E. Marcos today. 


In a televised ceremony at the 
presidential palace, Marcos gave the 
52-year-old 
Japanese 
a 
full 
presidential pardon “for any claims or 
responsibilities during the war” and in 
the years since. The president told 
Onoda he was welcome to stay in the 
country. 
However, plans were being made to 
fly Onoda to Tokyo Tuesday for a 
medical checkup. 


Marcos also returned the sword to 
Onoda, who wore his old Imperial 
Army uniform. 
Marcos put his arms around the wiry 
Japanese and said he admired him for 
his bravery and courage. 


Onoda, facing television cameras for 
the first time in his life, said: “From 
now on, I will try my best to contribute 
to the development of my country and 
the closer cooperation of the Philip­ 
pines and Japan.” 


Woman Found Dead 
East O f Chillicothe 


CHILLICOTHE. Ohio (AP) — A 
woman’s body was found Sunday in a 
ditch in Tar Hollow State Park about 20 
miles east of Chillicothe, Ross County 
sheriff’s deputies said. 
The woman was identified as Ruth 
Arledge, 50, of Kingston. Sheriff’s 
deputies refused to reveal the cause of 
death, and said an autopsy was being 
performed. 


A helicopter brought the former 
Japanese intelligence officer to the 
presidential palace from Lubang 
island, 75 miles southwest of Manila, 
where he surrendered Sunday to his 
former commanding officer, Yoshimi 
Taniguchi, and the Philippine air force 
chief, Maj. Gen. Jose Rancudo, in the 
presence of Japanese Ambassador 
Toshio Urabe. The fugitive’s older 
brother, Dr. Toshio Onoda of Tokyo, 
was also present. 


Dr. Onoda and Philippine Air Force 
doctors examined Onoda and found 
him physically fit. Dr. Onoda said his 
brother apparently had been sick only 
twice, with the flu, in his years in the 
wilderness. 
Onoda was one of four Japanese 
soldiers who refused to surrender on 
Lubang when Japan capitulated in 
1945. Several searches were made for 
them over the years, and twice Onoda 
was declared dead. One of the four 
surrendered, and another was killed in 
a clash with the Philippine army. 


Another search for Onoda 
was 
launched last year after he and the 
other holdout ambushed a Philippine 
patrol. Onoda escaped, but his com­ 
panion was killed. In February, a 
Japanese student, Norio Suzuki, 
contacted Onoda on Lubang, and last 
week Taniguchi joined the search to 
help persuade him to give up. 


Onoda told newsmen he did not 
surrender because he had no order to 
do so from his superior officers. 
Onoda’s parents, both in their 80s, 
burst into tears when told their son had 
been found. The Japanese government 
announced that he will draw a pension 
of $610 a year for 31 years and three 
months of military service. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A federal 
judge is expected to decide this week 
whether a sealed grand jury report on 
the Watergate cover-up should go to 
the House impeachment inquiry. 


U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica 
received innocent pleas Saturday from 
the seven men indicted March I by the 
grand jury. That left disposition of the 
report the next major development 
expected in the case. 
Mrs. Nixon 
Starts Trip 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pat Nixon 
returns to Caracas, Venezuela, today 
on a good will mission to a country 
where she and President Nixon were 
spat upon and threatened by angry 
mobs 16 years ago. 
There will be tight security for the 
F irst Lady’s three-day stay 
in 
Caracas, but a friendly welcome is 
anticipated. And Mrs. Nixon has no 
fears about returning, according to her 
press secretary, Helen Smith. 
The First 
Lady heads a 
U.S. 
delegation to Venezuela for the 
inauguration of its new president, 
Carlos Andres Perez, who won a 
landslide election victory in Decem­ 
ber. 
A presidential jet will pick Mrs. 
Nixon up in Florida, where she relaxed 
over the weekend. Nixon was to be on 
hand to see her off at noon EDT from 
Homestead Air Force Base there. 
After Venezuela, she will fly to 
Brazil for the inauguration Friday of 
its new president, retired Army Gen. 
Ernesto Geisel. 
President Nixon said he was sending 
his wife to the inaugurations as 
evidence of his “continued interest in 
promoting close and cooperative rela­ 
tions with the nations of Latin America 
and the Caribbean.” 
The Nixons visited Caracas in 1958 
during a vice presidential tour of South 
America. Venezuela, the last stop on 
their trip, had just emerged from IO 
years of dictatorship under Perez 
Jim enez. Anti-American sentim ent 
was high because Jimenez had been 
given asylum in the United States.

At a hearing lasting six minutes, 
innocent pleas were entered by former 
Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell; former 
White House aides H R. Haldeman 
John D. Ehrlichman, Charles W. 
Colson and Gordon C. 
Strachan; 
former assistant Atty. Gen. Robert C. 
Mardian, and Kenneth W. Parkinson, 
former Nixon campaign finance com­ 
mittee lawyer. 
Ehrlichman and Colson also pleaded 
innocent to charges stemming from 
the break-in at the office of Daniel 
Ellsberg’s psychiatrist. 
When the grand jury returned the 
indictments in the Watergate cover-up 
case, it also handed Sirica a sealed 
report and satchel of evidence, which 
sources later said dealt with President 


Nixon’s role in Watergate. 
Jam es D. St. Clair, President 
Nixon’s chief Watergate lawyer, told 
the hearing the White House would 
take no position on what Sirica should 
do with the report. However, in a letter 
filed with the court, St. Cair asked for 
permission to review the report if 
Sirica decides to send it to the House 
Judiciary Committee. 
It was at Wednesday’s hearing on 
the report that St. Clair also an­ 
nounced Nixon’s decision to give the 
impeachment inquiry all the evidence 
he already had given special prose­ 
cutor I^eon Jaworski and also to an­ 
swer written questions and submit to 
an interview by ranking committee 
members.

Meanwhile, the senior Republican on 
the House committee, Rep.

television’s “Issues and Answers.” 
Both predicted that if the White House 
does not give the committee six tape 
recordings it is seeking the comittee 
will subpoena the tapes. 
Also interviewed Sunday, Sen. 
Charles H. Percy, R-Ill., said on the 
CBS television and radio program 
“Face the Nation” that Republicans 
might be better off if Nixon resigned.

Coal Miners 
Still O ff Jobs 
In Dispute 


CHARLESTON, W.Va. (AP) - 
Miners in four southern West Virginia 
counties affirmed Sunday that they 
would stay off the job, virtually 
assuring continuation of a strike that 
has idled an estimated 20,000 men. 
The meetings followed decisions by a 
few miners at scattered United Mine 
Workers locals to report to work today. 
The work stoppage, which enters its 
third week, has crippled production of 
metallurgical coal for the nation’s 
industry and steel mills. 
The dissident miners are protesting 
a state ban on selling gasoline to 
motorists whose fuel gauges register 
more than a quarter of a tank. 
A meeting Sunday afternoon at 
Drawdy Falls in Boone County drew 
more than 1,000 UMW District 17 
miners who voted overwhelmingly not 
to go back to work until Gov. Arch A. 
Moore recinds the 
quartertank 
limitation.

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Hearst Tape Claims Suppression By FBI

Patricia Hearst says in the latest 
tape recording released by her kid­ 
napers that “ it’s the FBI who wants to 
murder m e.” Her abductors charged 
the FBI with suppressing their com­ 
munications. 


The tape, received by a Berkeley, 
Calif., radio station Sunday night, was 
a duplicate of a recording received 
Saturday from Miss Hearst and the 
Symbionese Liberation Army, which 
claims it has held her since the 
newspaper heiress was kidnaped five 
weeks ago. But the tape was clearer 
and contained a new message from the 
SLA. 


The tapes were the first com­ 
munication from the kidnapers in 17 
days. 
Miss H earst’s mother, Catherine, 
said, “I know that while Patty is 
captive that she’ll have to mutter all 
the words that are dictated by her 
captors.” Miss Hearst, 20, is the 
daughter of Randolph A. Hearst, editor 


and president of the San Francisco 
Examiner. 
Sunday’s tape included the SLA 
charge that, “The FBI intercepted and 
suppressed” one of two tapes it put out 
Saturday. It said the FBI “thought the 
first one was the only one sent out,” 
said a woman who described herself as 
being from an SLA information in­ 
telligence unit. She said the FBI was 
foiled by “a double-decoy system.” 
Sunday night’s tape was addressed 
to KPFA-FM, Berkeley, where a 
woman telephoned that the new tape 
could be found in the fifth row of a San 
Francisco theater. 
The FBI said it would not comment 
on the tape at least until Monday 
morning. 
In the tapes, Miss Hearst says she 
had the feeling she had “been written 
off.” She said “I don’t believe you’re 
doing everything you can, everything 
in your power. I don’t believe you’re 
doing anything at all.” 
In other kidnaping developments 
over the weekend: 


—The wife of a Decatur, Ga., K-Mart 
store manager was released unharm­ 
ed after her husband paid about $20,000 
in ransom from the office safe. It was 
the fourth similar incident since 
Christmas involving K-Mart employes 
in three states. 
—In Hackensack, N.J., authorities 
continued their search for additional 
suspects in the kidnaping of 8-year-old 
John Calzadilla and their attempts to 
locate the $50,000 ransom paid for his 
release. 
Five persons have 
been 
arrested. The boy was released 
unharmed early last Friday. 
In Sunday’s recording, a woman said 
the SLA sent tapes to radio stations 
KDIA in Oakland and KSAN in San 
Francisco. KSAN released its tape, but 
KDIA said it did not receive a copy. 
“Either KDIA, without telling the 
public or the Hearst family, turned it 
over to the FBI, who in turn supressed 
it, keeping it from the Hearst family, 
or the FBI intercepted it before KDIA 
got it and supressed it from getting to 
the Hearst family and the public,” the 


women said. 
The latest tape was received by 
radio station KPFA in Berkeley. 
Patricia Hearst called a $2 million 
food distribution plan for the poor and 
paid for by her father and the William 
Randolph Hearst Foundation “a real 
d isaster.” 
The 
SLA 
originally 
demanded $70 worth of food for every 
poor person in California. 
Miss Hearst’s father said “we were 
glad to hear her voice and to know that 
Patty’s alive. But we’ll be have to 
study it before we make any reply.” 
Preceding Miss Hearst’s voice on 
the tape was one of an SLA member 
who identified herself as General 
Genina. 
“The prayers of the police state 
agency are to see to it that Patricia 
Hearst is killed and then use her death 
to further rally middle America in 
support of the Nixon-represented 
corporate dictatorship and against all 
revolutionary forces,” she said. 
In New Jersey, the fifth arrest in the 
Calzadilla case was made late 


Saturday when FBI agents took into 
custody Maria Margaret Marida, 17, at 
her home at Jersey City. Four teen­ 
aged youths are also being held in the 
case. 
Asst. U.S. Atty. Jonathan L. Gold­ 
stein said the young woman would be 
arraigned 
today 
before 
U.S. 
Magistrate Bruce F. Banta, charged 
with conspiring to violate federal kid­ 
naping statutes. 
Goldstein said there were still other 
suspects in the kidnaping. 
In Decatur, Ga., authorities were 
searching for the kidnapers of Patricia 
Daniel, 30, who was abducted Saturday 
by three men who demanded and got 
about $20,000 from her husband, 
William. Mrs. Daniel was found 
unharmed. 
The previous three such incidents 
involving K-Mart store employes 
occurred in different states, two in 
Michigan and one in Tennessee. In one, 
the kidnaped wife escaped, in another 
a man was arrested and in the third the 
kidnapers escaped with $91,000.

LONDON (AP) — Lloyds of London 
has asked ships off the west coast of 
Africa 
to 
look 
out for missing 
American balloonist Thomas Gatch Jr. 
after two ships reported sighting large 
objects that could be his gondola. 
The British freighter Antilochus 
radioed Lloyds last Thursday that it 
had spotted a “large white buoy” 
about 150 miles southwest of the 
Liberian coast. 
Two days later the Indian freighter 
Jag Vijay reported a “white and 
orange object” about 50 miles south of 
the previous sighting. 
‘‘Neither of these sightings has 
proved to be conclusive yet,” a 
spokesman for Lloyds said. But an 
alert was flashed to all ships in the 
Atlantic, and the information was also 
passed to the U.S. Coast Guard. 
Gatch, 48, has been missing since 
Feb. 21. He was attempting to make 
the first crossing of the Atlantic by 
balloon, using a pressurized, floatable 
gondola suspended from IO helium bal­ 
loons. His last known position was 
about 950 miles southsouthwest of the 
Azores. The sightings reported to 
IJoyds are about 1,500 miles southeast 
of that position. 
Gatch’s family has offered a $10,000 
reward for information leading to the 
recovery of the missing adventurer. A 
sister, Nancy Svien of Rochester, 
Minn., is in the Canary Islands off 
northwest Africa to carry out a private 
search. She said the two sightings were 
“the most encouraging news we have 
had.”

Teacher Wins 
‘Spoon River 
Anthology* Suit 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A federal 
judge here has ruled a teacher did not 
violate her students’ constitutional 
rights when she snipped three poems 
from Edgar Lee Master’s classic 
“Spoon River Anthology.”

M ore Gasoline 
M ade Available 
In Most States 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The latest 
federal gasoline allocations should 
provide about 6 per cent m ore gasoline 
daily in March than was available last 
month before emergency allocations 
were ordered. 
According to this m onth’s figures, 
announced 
last Thursday 
by the 
Federal Energy Office, all but five 
states are getting larger daily gasoline 
allocations in March than in February. 
However, those five states all have 
unusually high supplies already, a 
detailed study of the FE O figures 
indicates. 
The allocation system generally is 
guiding larger per-day gasoline in­ 
creases toward states whose supplies 
otherwise would be relatively poor, 
with sm aller daily increases going to 
states whose supplies are close to 
average. 
The FEO said in issuing the March 
allocations that all states w ere slated 
to receive increases in their total 
gasoline supply for the m onth, com­ 
pared with February. 
However, consideration of average 
daily supply is im portant because 
M arch is three days longer than 
F e b ru a ry , and gasoline dem and 
continues each day, no m atter how 
long the month is.

Nixon Tax

NEW YORK (AP) — Newsweek 
magazine says President Nixon’s 1969 
income tax return is the subject of a 
crim inal fraud investigation by the In­ 
ternal Revenue Service. 


Q uoting unnamed so u rc e s, the 
magazine said that “in recent weeks, 
the IRS special intelligence agents, 
who only do criminal investigations, 
have interviewed Edward L. Morgan, 
a one-time White House aide; Arthur 
B. Blech, Nixon’s personal accountant, 
and Frank DeMarco, the President’s 
former tax lawyer.” 


“ The key question is whether a 
fraudulent deed to Mr. Nixon’s vice 
presidential papers was draw n up in 
the spring of 1970 to make it appear he 
had actually given the papers to the 
archives one year earlier — before 
congressional legislation outlaw ed 
deductions for such gifts,” Newsweek 
said. 
The President claimed a $576,000 
deduction for donatng the papers to the 
national archives. 
The magazine said DeM arco has 
testified “he had a new deed typed up 
and had 
Morgan sign 
it 
on the 
President’s behalf in April 1970, but he 
insists that the new version was only a 
copy of an original he drew up the year 
before.” 


The 1969 document has not been 
produced, however, Newsweek said.

Privacy Invaders 


Privacy is very important to 
most persons, but it seldom 
receives much recognition until 
it is violated. Much about the 
latter half of the twentieth 
century seem s to be working 
against the right to privacy. 
Computer data banks have 
multiplied almost like rabbits. 
G overnm ent 
reports 
and 
questionnaires 
fill 
central 
repositories with every con­ 
ceivable part of a person s life 
— in some instances including 
data on medical treatments 


and credit studies. 
An employment application 
goes into a file which may be 
cross-indexed into another file. 
Law enforcement records of all 
kinds exist in thousands of files 
across the nation and may be 
duplicated in such central 
banks as the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. 
Records of an individual’s 
income are not limited to tax 
returns filed with the IRS. In 
fact, IRS files are not limited to 
official federal use, but are 


available to various state of­ 
ficials on request. 


Many of 
these 
files 
are 
needed legitimately by a highly 
complex society with a large 
and varied population. But the 
duplication, the expansion and 
the 
alm ost 
lim itless 
possibilities for 
distributing, 


accumulating and dispensing 
information of a private nature 
on any citizen requires far 
better regulation than it now 
has. 
Easing Retirement 


NEW YORK — In the days following 
his indictment, former Secretary of 
Commerce Maurice Stans, President 
Nixon’s prime fund raiser, took a 
crash course in retirement, the joys 
and sorrows of being turned out to 
pasture. It was given by an expert 
from the Menninger think-tank. 
Come what may, the man who raised 
(some say demanded)tens of millions 
of dollars for the President’s reelection 
campaign is now better fitted to face 
the retirement years than most men of 
his years. Retirement, and how best to 
cope with it, is perhaps the most 
neglected social condition confronting 
the nation today. To equip one’s self for 
that wrenching change of lifestyle 
should call for schools for people ap­ 
proaching senior citizenship. Instead, 
by and large, the aging worker who is 
about to be snipped off the payroll is 
more often given a watch or a suitcase. 
That’s sugar-coated cruelty. The 
watch’s sweep-hand reminds him that 
he’s dying, second by second. The 
suitcase beckons him to move some 
place in the alien com. 
Years ago, the Hearst Task Force of 
reporters, returning to their Moscow 
hotel in the dead of a wintry night, 
noticed a platoon of elderly women, 
bundled and booted against the frigid 
blasts, busily chopping ice off the 
streets and pavements. One of the 
reporters said something to the effect 
of, “Oh, how sad! Those old dames, 
working like that at this time of night 
»t 
The bright 
young man from 
Intourist, the guide of the Task Force, 
had a ready answer to that. 
“ That’s the trouble with you 
Americans,” he said. “When your 
people grow old you push them into 
retirement homes, if you can afford 
them, or sit them in a chair in the 
comer. In that case, they no longer 
have any authority in the house, even 
though they might have built it. They 
have nothing to say about the running 
of the house. 
“These old ladies working on the ice 
are paid a wage, just as everybody else 
is. Their wages enable them to 
maintain their positions in their 
households. They are equals, not to be 
ignored.” 
It sounded harsh, but is the system 
essentially harsher than that which 
abounds in the U.S.? 
There are efforts being made to 
lessen “retirement shock” here, of 
course, though the priority is low on 
the scale, nationally. A first class 
effort is that of joint crusade by the 
Scovill Manufacturing Company of 
Waterbury, Conn., and Local 1604 of 
the United Auto Workers. More than 
2,000 employees of this diversified 
manufacturer have completed the 
eight two-hour sessions conducted 
once a week for eight weeks. 
The curriculum, devised by Prof. 
Woodrow W. Hunter of the University 
of Michigan’s Gerontology Depart­ 
ment, covers a great range of pitfalls

the about-to-be-retired workers can 
expect. For examples: 
Those who plan to live with their 
children after retirement are en­ 
couraged, instead, to build a separate 
life for themselves. 
Couples planning to pull up stakes 
and move to Florida, Arizona and 
other enticing retirement areas are 
reminded that they must first 
thoroughly inspect their intended 
havens before embarking on a drastic 
new lifestyle. 
The Scovill-UAW classes teach the 
retirees-to-be to be on the alert about 
real estate agents and corporations 
that promise a golden retirement 
consisting mainly of milk, honey and 
golf without tears. 
There are courses in diets, how to 
make a will, how to draw up a 
workable budget on a pension and 


Social Security income, how to make 
inexpensive food more appetizing, and 
how to be on the lookout for signs of ill 
health. They are told, for instance, that 
the foot is the anatomical place where 
the greatest number of incapacitating 
troubles begin.

“If people are lonely in their old age, 
there is a good possibility they did not 
make the effort to do things with other 
people, to keep in touch with old 
friends, or to make new friends.”

NEW YORK (AP) - The traveling 
salesman in the United States has seen 
his income crimped by shrinking 
commission rates, rising travel costs 
and shortages of products to sell. 
Now there’s the problem with 
gasoline. And whatever its future, it’s 
forcing new changes on salesmen, and 
some say they could be driven off the 
road if it continues. 
Nick Adams, a traveling sales 
representative for several auto parts 
makers, was stranded in Granville, 
Wash., for two days when service 
stations ran out of gas. Now he makes 
fewer trips and asks customers to 
guarantee him a tank of gas for the 
return trip. 
Mike Gale, who sells for costume 
jewelry firms, has cut some working 
days in half to find enough gasoline on 
the Connecticut Turnpike for his re­ 
turn to New York City. 
The National Council of Salesmen’s 
Organizations represents some 70,000 
of the nation’s 250,000 independent 
traveling sales representatives— those 
who live entirely by commissions on 
whatever sales they can drum up. The 
gasoline shortage, it says, is the most 
critical, immediate problem ever to 
face such salesmen. 
“It’s a lot more than an in­ 
convenience,” says Gale. “It’s an 
economic loss.” 
“If we don’t see customers, we don’t 
sell merchandise. If this continues 
through the summer when a lot more 
gas is used for vacations and weekend 
traveling, I think a lot of traveling 
salesmen will begin thinking about 
leaving the business.” 
Some independent salesmen already 
have lost their jobs as small com-

panics find that telephoning customers 
sometimes can accomplish almost as 
much as selling face to face. Costs as 
well as fuel problems are factors. 
“It’s about as efficient as traveling 
right now, and it cuts down overhead 
since we don’t have commissions to 
pay,” says a spokesman for American 
Gypsum Co., a small gypsum board 
maker in Albuquerque, N M., which 
halved its sales force and doubled its 
phoning. 
The national salesm en’s group 
estimates the average cost of a 
salesman's visit was about $50 in 1971. 
It cost about $60 last year and has gone 
up eight to IO per cent since last fall. 
Commission rates, meanwhile, have 
drifted 
down. 
The 
American 
Management Association says that, on 
industrial goods, the rate slipped from 
7.5 per cent in 1967 to 7.4 per cent last 
year. On consumer goods, it went from 
6.9 per cent to 5.7 per cent. 
The salesmen’s group estimates the 
average salesman uses 4,000 gallons of 
gasoline a year, driving 40,000 miles 
and averaging IO miles a gallon be­ 
tween city and country driving. At 20 
cents more a gallon—less of a hike 
than some New York salesmen say 
they’re paying —that’s $800 more a 
year in gas bills.

Do you have any basic suggestions 
that will help preserve the emotional 
security of our children?

Dear Mrs. J.: 
You are not so far removed from a 
large hospital that some psychological 
guidance cannot be obtained. 
For others who may be, there are 
some basic broad principles which 
may be constructive. 
It must unfortunately be mentioned 
that some people, with less un­ 
derstanding than you obviously have, 
will use their children as pawns and 
manipulate them in such a way that 
they will absorb the hostility and anger 
of that parent. 
To do this is immature, unkind, and 
not worthy of the responsibility of 
parenthood. 
Children 
of 
all 
ages 
have 
a 
remarkable capacity to understand 


when the truth is presented to them. It 
is imperative that they be assured and 
reassured that any temporary or 
permanent separation does not mean 
that they are being abandoned or no 
longer loved. 


Children must be impressed with the 
fact that they themselves were in no 
way responsible for the separation. 
They are easily filled with guilt and 
can falsely believe that their own 
behavior was responsible for one 
parent leaving the home. They may 
feel this although they do not always 
express it. Such hidden emotions can 
leave a marked impact on the physical 
and emotional health of the child. 


They must be urged to express their 
reaction to a new life-style pattern 
with one parent. They have a right to 
express anger and disappointment if 
they feel that they are being deprived 
of one parent. 
Don’t impose on your children the 
burden of “taking sides” in any given 
situation. They should understand that 
no matter what the difficulties are 
between parents, each parent will 
continue to love them and protect 
them.

“I am 
driving away the evil spirits,” she 
said. 
“By God,” Shecky said, “she did.” 
The second wife is a Hawaiian. He has 
two children and loves them, but he is 
opposed to childbirth. “I never had a 
baby, understand,” 
he says per­ 
spiring. “But I think it’s like pulling 
your upper lip over your head.” 
Sad things happen to this man. Once, 
at a Miami Beach hotel, he drank a 
little extra. The star dialed a number 
and got a busy signal. In his state, he 
thought it was so unfair that he yanked 
the phone out of the wall, smashed the 
mirrors and tried to toss the furniture 
out the window. 
In the morning, he apologized. The 
management apologized for deducting 
$2,000 from his salary. 
He loves Frank Sinatra and says 
funny things about him: “Who’s afraid 
of Sinatra? Not me. Tonight I walked 
in his dressing room without knocking. 
He wasn’t there, but his ring was, so I 
genuflected and kissed it.” 
Sometimes the Prince of Lights 
laughs. Sometimes Sinatra stops 
laughing to recap Shecky’s teeth. 
Someday somebody will recap his 
tongue. He says what he thinks. And 
what he thinks is not always pretty. He 
is, to coin a phrase, astutely acerbic. 
If there is a mannerism which can be 
described as over-honesty, Shecky 
Greene is afflicted. When he broke up 
his marriage with his Indian wife, 
Shecky said, “I didn’t want to divorce 
her. I wanted her to die.” Another 
thing which hurts is being on the road 
and seldom seeing his children. “They 
call me Uncle-Daddy,” he says. 
The thing which pains him most is to 
hear people say, “Shecky who?” Long 


ago, a woman approached and said, 
“listen Stuckey, Shakey, Shikey or 
whatever your name is, can I have 
your autograph?” Greene said, “Okay 
leedy, lidey, loady, lady, where will 
you have it?” 


He gave permission to have a race 
horse named after him. The nag 
became a first-class stakes winner. 
Everybody knows Shecky Greene the 
horse. But who knows Shecky Greene 
the unhorsed? 
And yet, like Joe E. Lewis, Shecky 
Greene the biped likes to bet at tracks. 
In 
fact, 
when 
he 
married 
that 
Cherokee Indian, he found that, ac­ 
cording to Indian custom, he was 
obliged to give her old man two horses. 
“So,” says Shecky, “I gave him Kelso 
in the seventh and Carry Back in the 
eighth.” 


The first time he played Vegas, the 
management held Shecky over for 12 
weeks because they couldn’t afford to 
let him go. He achieved the im­ 
possible: how to lose $14,000 a week 
gambling. Every week. Nervous 
people are nailbiters. Shecky walks 
through a suite of rooms tearing up 
mutuel tickets. 


Some say that big stars like Shecky 
drink all the time. This isn’t true. He 
drinks only when he’s awake. It’s 
always the same—Scotch on glass. 
There are men who can drink. Others 
try. Mr. Greene’s operational credo is 
that if five drinks make a man feel 
good, IO will make him feel twice as 
good. 
The ratio doesn’t work out. Ten 
makes a fat man sweat, adorns his 
kisser with a silly grin, unfocuses his 
eyes and unscrews his mind. That’s 
when he dials numbers until he gets a 
busy signal. 


In the morning, instead of furniture, 
he is surprised to find 7,800,000 tooth­ 
picks. “I haven’t got a temper,” he 
says solemnly. “I’m just what you call 
stubborn.” 
Shecky has a great and lonely talent. 
The man is in a class by himself, life ’s 
cruelties become his best jokes . . .

Demos Unite On Child Abuse 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — House 
Democrats who bolted the majority 
ranks on the administration’s child 
abuse bill probably will return to the 
fold when the measure makes its next 
floor appearance. 
"There were about 18 of them who 
needed to be talked to," said freshman 
Rep. Thomas M. Bell, D-10 Cleveland, 
chief sponsor of the legislation. 
His bill went back to the House 
Judiciary Committee Feb. 25 after 
some Democrats joined Republicans 
in support of a floor amendment that 
would take out a provision dealing with 
emotional abuse of children. 
Bell said he didn't want the bill with 
the amendment. 
Dissident 
Dem ocrats and 
Re­ 
publicans objected to emotional abuse 
because, they said, prosecutors never 
would be able to obtain a conviction on 
such a vague charge. 


temperatures from dropping much 
below the mid 30s to around 40.

Rep. Richard Finan, 
R-19 Cin­ 
cinnati, who offered the amendment, 
said that as the bill originally stood it 
gave authority to social workers to go 
into court with suspected cases of 
emotional abuse. 
“I suspect that 95 per cent of the 
teen-agers in this state think at one 
time or another that they have been 
emotionally abused,” Finan said. 
Rep. Joseph P. Tulley, R-59 Mentor, 
a former prosecutor, said, “It’s hard 
enough to prove a case of physical 
abuse. With this you couldn’t even use 
a picture as evidence.” 


"They miss the point,” replied Bell. 
“ I would never expect to get a con­ 
viction on emotional abuse. The point 
is, in many cases, emotional abuse 
precedes the actual physical abuse. 
"This bill would work to head off the 
physical abuse. That’s why we’re 
sending the bill back to the floor in its 
original form.” 
Bell figures he will have sufficient 
votes, although he lost nearly a third of 
the House’s 58 Democrats the last 
time. 


“This is an administration bill,” he 
said. “We’re going to have a caucus.” 
Among other changes of the law the 
bill would make, it would require all 
Ohioans to report cases of child abuse 
to local welfare agencies rather than 
putting that onus just on doctors, 
nurses, dentists and other professional 
medical people. 
The bill makes citizens turning in 
reports immune from any civil or 
criminal liability growing out of such 
actions.

“ Gliding From The Old Canal Into 
The Astrodome” the topic Mary Ray 
May presented to Monday Club, called 
to mind the slow and relaxed pace of 
living during the canal era. Gliding on 
the canal is said to be restful, in­ 
teresting, and exciting. Accounts of 
such travel differ. 


Former President John Quincy 
Adams, in describing his Ohio Canal 
journey of three nights and four days, 
from 
Cleveland 
to 
Columbus 
remarked, “ So 
much humanity 
crowded into the canal boat was a trial 
such as I have never experienced.” 
His remarks are well taken as his 
journey was in a canal boat 83 feet 
long, 15 feet wide and carried about 25 
passengers. The boat is divided into six 
compartments: the first in the bow 
with two settee beds for the ladies, 
separated by a curtain from a parlor 
bed-chamber with an iron stove in the 
center and side settees on which four 
slept, feet to feet ; then a bulging stable 
for 4 horses, and a narrow passage 
with a side settee for one passenger to 
sleep on, leading to the kitchen and 
cooking apparatus, with sleeping room 
for cook, steward and crew and 
necessary convenience. The stoves 
made the rooms uncomfortably warm. 
Now the Astrodome of Houston, 
Texas, 
has 
a 
$4.5 
million 
air­ 
conditioning 
apparatus for 
the 
ultimate in comfort all year round. 
When 7,000,000 fans view everything 
from major league sports to bull fights 
in plush opera-type seats with the 
temperature 72 degrees humidity 50 
per cent and field condition always 
dry, this type of comfort would be a 
welcome experience. 
Deviating from transportation and 
the marvel of the air conditioned 
Astrodome Miss May turned the at­ 
tention to restless young women and 
young men in the sports arena. Calling 
attention the old myths and new at­ 
titudes in women’s sports and the 
crisis in college sports. 
Early in this century there was 
widespread participation by girls in 
competitive sports. Then in 1923 a 
national committee of women headed 
by Mrs. Herbert Hoover was shocked 
to find girls in athetic costumes per­ 
forming before crowds that included 
men, and should be stopped. With the 
findings of such prestigious com­ 
mittee, state after state followed the 
advice and either abolished all girls’ 
sports or made them so genteel as to be 
almost unrecognizable as athletic 
contests. 
America invests a billion dollars a 
year in athletic programs with the 
conviction that games are good for 
people, developing sound minds and 
bodies. But the female half of the 
population has never gotten a run for 
the money. 
The arguments for maintaining the 
status quo are that (I) athletics are 
physically bad for women; com­ 
petition may change their appearance 
and effect their sexual behavior. 
(Recent research suggests these 
hazards are im aginary) (2) Women do 
not play sports well enough to deserve 
athletic equality; 
(The purpose of 
sport is educational — to develop 
character, 
attitude, 
and 
good 


citizenship — it is not important 
whether one wins or loses but how one 
plays the game) 13) Girls are not 
really interested in sports. (When good 
girls’ athletic programs are offered, 
the organizers are astonished by the 
response. For example, the Tampa, 
Fla. Recreational Department had 
regional and state championship 
events, similar to those which boys 
have had for years. 
While the co-ed physical education 
programs appear to be moving ahead 
smoothly, the move to merge boys and 
girls varsity sports is causing more 
problems. Varsity coaches all over the 
state have cast a nervous eye on a 
recent ruling by a U. S. Court of 
Appeals in Michigan that bans sex 
discrimination in a variety of sports. 
The Ohio High 
School Athletic 
Association has sent a letter to all its 
member high schools informing them 
that the ruling applies to Ohio and that 
girls should not be excluded from non 
contact varsity sport. 
Miss May quoted OSU President 
Harold Enarson, “ The goal of winning 
has become close to obsessive.” Also 
adding that “ an unhealthy kind of 
interaction was developing between 
communities and teams. Sports­ 
manship has become submerged in 
an atmosphere of emotional super- 
stimulation.” 
In closing Miss May stated after 
reading about the high cost of training 
athletes and sports as a big business, 
“ I know that our ancestors would find 
it unbelievable. We have come a long 
way from a nice Sunday walk with the

WASHINGTON (AP) - Almost 25 
million children are taking part in the 
National School Lunch Program, the 
Agriculture Department says. 
In a preliminary report Friday on 
federal-state food program s, the 
department also said that about 15 
million persons received either food 
stamps or food from the USDA 
distribution program in January, the 
same number as in January 1973 but 
an increase of 400,000 over December. 
For the school lunch program, 
participation has risen since January 
1973 by 100,000 children, with 9.2 
million of the total receiving their 
meals free or at reduced prices. Under 
the program, USDA reimburses local 
school districts at set rates for each 
meal with additional payments for 
each free or reduced-price meal 
provided youngsters from lower- 
income families. 
The number of persons receiving 
food stamps jumped to a new peak of 
13 million persons in January, a 
spokesman said, representing a level 
400,000 above December and 600,000 
above the year before.

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Legislative Report

In legislative action this week the 
House Judiciary Committee voted 
down 
a proposed 
constitutional 
amendment which would have banned 
the possession and sale of handguns in 
Ohio. 
However, 
the 
committee 
overwhelmingly passed out a measure 
aimed directly at 
the 
sale and 
possession of handguns referred to as 
“ Saturday night specials.” These 
handguns are relatively cheap and of 
poor quality and would seem to serve 
no other purpose than to be used in a 
crime. 
Those handguns which would be 
outlawed by the bill would melt at 800 
degrees Fahrenheit, and either have a 
retail price of $25 or less, a barrel of 
three inches or less, and use am­ 
munition of .32 caliber or less. 
For example, a gun with a four inch 
barrel would not be banned even if it 
would melt at 800 degrees. 
Exempt from the bill are guns 
currently in possession of Ohioans and 
guns using percussion caps or black 
powder or used as trophies or antiques. 
Penalty for possession 
of a 
“ Saturday night special" would be up 
to six months in jail and a $1,000 fine. 


the House and Senate to formulate the 
tools which will be needed to combat 
the energy crisis. Sub-committees 
from both houses are meeting jointly 
in 
order to adopt

measures. Emphasis is not only on 
current needs, but on ways we might 
prevent reoeurring problems here in 
Ohio. 
The work is slow due to a lack of 
direction from the federal government 
setting forth guidelines individual 
states should follow. 


In other committee action this week 
the Senate Judiciary Committee voted 
unanimously to approve legislation 
regulating abortions performed in 
Ohio. A more restrictive form of the 
bill passed the House last year. 
The abortion legislation is necessary 
because of a 1973 United States 
Supreme Court decision legalizing 
abortion and, thus, striking down 
Ohio’s regulations prohibiting abortion 
in most cases. 
The Senate measure provides for 
abortions to be performed by licensed 
physicians only. It prohibits courts or 
public agencies the right to order 
abortions. 
The measure affirms the House 
concept of the right to life of infants 
who are removed alive during an 
abortion. Failure to take medical steps 
to preserve the life of such an infant 
would constitute a felony. 
The bill, as approved by the com­ 
mittee, recognizes abortions as legal 
under most conditions, provided a 
woman and her doctor agree. 
It permits hospital personal the right 
to refuse to participate in an abortion 
on the grounds of conscience. It also 
allows a private or public hospital to 
refuse to perform any abortions. 
Unlike the House bill, the Senate bill 
would permit a woman to obtain an 
abortion in the second or third 
trimester of her pregnancy. 
The committee-passed bill is ex­ 
pected to reach the Senate floor soon 
and then must come to the House for 
further consideration. 


More Ohio Motorists may be able to 
turn right on red lights, if a House 
passed bill becomes law. Current law 
allows motorists to turn right on red 
when there is a green arrow signal or 
when a sign is posted allowing the turn. 
The House bill would allow the right 
turn after stopping for a red light but it 
also would require that the driver to 
yield the right of way to pedestrians 
and other traffic 
using 
the in­ 
tersection. Local authorities could 
place restrictions on this measure by 
passing ordinances prohibiting the 
right turn at specified intersections 
where a prohibiting sign is placed.

Hog Production 
Being Held Back 


2 Young Brothers Die In Apartment Fire 


WASHINGTON I AP I — High feed 
costs are holding back hog production 
and the outlook for the near future does 
not call* for much improvement, say 
Agriculture Department economists. 
One 
indicator 
is 
the 
price 
relationship with corn, measured by a 
hog-corn ratio. Officials said Wed­ 
nesday the preliminary ratio for 
February was 13.7 computed on the 
basis of Omaha prices. 


The figure represents the bushels of 
corn equal in value to IOO pounds of live 
weight hog sold on the market. A 
higher number means farmers have a 
better chance for profits. 
According to USDA records, the 13.7 
reading for February was the lowest 
since 1971 when hog prices were 
depressed mainly because of large 
output. The ration in January, 1971, for 
example, was 11.0. 


A report on the livestock and meat 
situation this week by the Depart­ 
ment’s Economic Research Service 
said that normally hog producers are 
encouraged to expand production 
when the ratio averages .over 20 for a 
susained period. That was not the case, 
however, in 1972 when the annual 
average was 20.6 or in 1973 when it 
averaged an even 20 on the basis of 
Omaha prices. 
Economists say there has been too 
much uncertainty the past couple of 
years for producers to make necessary 
commitments and investments for 
expanding hog programs. Also, at 
least among many Corn Belt farmers, 


feed grain prices had been so high that 
it has been more profitable to sell corn 
for cash. 
The report also said there has been 
an attrition among hog farmers. As of 
Dec. I, 1973, there were 752,020 hog 
farms in the country, down 5 per cent 
from a year earlier. Iowa continued as 
the leading state with about 86,000 
units, down from 89,000 the year 
before. 
“ Strengthening live hog markets 
and lower feed prices may develop into 
a major expansion program late this 
year, 
but 
substantially 
larger 
slaughter supplies are not likely before 
1975,” the report said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Exports of 
high-quality U.S. beef to Japan are 
rising substantially this year, perhaps 
four times 1973 shipments, the 
Agriculture Department said today. 
Such sales would represent less than 
one per cent of U.S. beef production, 
said a report published in “ Foreign 
Agriculture.” The report was written 
by Roger S. tewen, a livestock and 
meat specialist 
in the Foreign 
Agricultural Service. 
It said Japan may import about 
175.000 metric tons of beef this year, up 
from 126,000 in 1973 and only 57,609 tons 
in 1972. 
Of the total, Japan is expected to buy 
about 40,000 tons from U.S. suppliers; 
125.000 from Australia; and 10,000 
from New Zealand. In 1973, U.S. beef 
exports to Japan were 11,000 tons. As 
recently as 1969, Japan bought only 97

tons of U.S. beef. 
“ Exports of 50,000 or even 100,000 
tons of quality table beef to Japan 
would represent less than one per cent 
of U.S. production and help to provide 
a 
long-range 
incentive to U.S. 
producers and feeders to increase 
output,” tewen said. 
The report said Japanese consumers 
have a growing appetite for beef and 
by 1985 could be eating 20 pounds per 
capita annually, compared with 8.5 
pounds now. American consumers ate 
109 pounds of beef last year on a 
carcass weight equivalent. 
“ Potential for growth is enormous, 
since Japanese now eat much less beef 
than most other equally affluent 
nations,” tewen said. “ However, 
shortterm growth in consumption may 
be slowed by the impact of the 


petroleum situation on the Japanese 
economy.” 
Retail prices for U.S. beef in Japan 
are at least double those paid by 
American consumers, the report said. 
Round steak was listed at $4.05 p£r 
pound, chuck at $4.86 and strip loin at 
$5.68 per pound. 
Frozen steaks from New Zealand, 
low-quality meat produced mainly 
from surplus dairy cattle fattened on 
grass, were listed at $2.11 per pound on 
the Japanese retail market. 
“ Japanese food shoppers have 
discovered that the topquality, highly 
marbled U.S. table beef closely 
resembles their coveted Kobe beef,” 
Lowen said. “ Surprisingly, only 
Japanese and U.S. consumers have a 
taste preference for highly marbled 
beef.”
